When is the State of Texas going to wake up to 
the importance of public notices? 


In all the outcry over insurance scandals, land 
scandals, theft of public funds - 
nobody in the public 
offices concerned has mentioned the fact that it aws 
had bee" in effect requiring 
publication 
of 
legal 
notices about these transactions, many of them would 
never have happened. 


PUBLIC NOTICES will expose many types of fraud 
and the fact that publicity could be required might 
have stopped it before it started. Suppose that the 
Veteran’s Land Board had been required to publish a 
list of the veterans who went together to buy a block 
of land, along with the price they were to pay for it. 


All the people in the community would be notn 
fled what was going on, and the veteran himself 
would have found out what was being done in his 
name. When grafters are exposed to public view, the 
graft ends — or stops before it starts. 


A newly formed insurance company should be 
required to publish a notice in every community where 
it seeks to take money from the public, 
listing the 
names of its officers, stockholders and cash assets. 


Taxing bodies should list who gets how much for 
what and if there is anything out of line, somebody 
w h o is interested will see that it is straightened up. 


You can be sure that when all the cards are laid 
out for everyone to see, those who plan skulduggery 
will be much more careful, and most of it will be 
stopped before it starts.

where it was known that broom­ 
corn was irrigated. The following 
letter is the reply received from 
Gordon B. Hoff, New Mexico Ex­ 
tension Agronomist: 


“This is in reply to your re­ 
quest for information on growing 
broomcorn under irrigation. We 
have no experimental information 
on irrigating broomcorn. O u r 
p r a c t i c a l experience 
indi­ 
cates that broomcorn should be 
irrigated frequently enough to get 
good growth up until the head 
is ready to emerge from the 
boot. The problem seems to be 
one of having sufficient moisture 
at the boot stage to carry the 
crop through to maturity of the 
production of a low quality brush. 
The brush will 
sometimes 
be 
coarser than is desired and be 
stained red. The red s t a i n e d 
brush will not take the green 
dve as will normal brush, there­ 
fore, it is discriminated against 
by the trade. 


The soil type will have a lot 
to do with timing the last irri­ 
gation. The last irrigation should 
br* earlier on soils that have a 
hi; h water holding capacity as 
compared with sandy or droughty 
soils. 


I hope I have been able to 
help you with your problem. If 
you have any questions which I 
have not answered I’ll be glad to 
hear from you again. Most of our 
broomcorn is dryland grown but 
we do have some produced on ir­ 
rigated land. I have given you 
what we have been able to ob­ 
serve in regard to irrigating this 
crop.’’

AUSTIN — Talking to some 
250 newspaper people, Sen. Price 
Daniel took the spotlight in Austin 
when he made public his cur­ 
rent thinking about the race for 
Governor. 


Senator Daniel said it was the 
largest press conference he ever 
had held. It followed his talk 
on the program of the Texas 
Press Association’s 
Mid-Winter 
Meeting. 


Anticipating the first question, 
he "began the conference by stat­ 
ing that he intended to complete 
his first term in the Senate . . . 
unless the people of Texas “ call 
me home to take a more im­ 
portant job.” 


He set March I as his dead­ 
line for disclosing his decision on 
a possible race for governor. 


Should he decide to run 
for 
governor, Daniel said he would 
not resign from the Senate until 
after his nomination. B u t he 
would resign in time to give 
the people the “ freest possible 
choice” in selecting his successor. 
In reference to rumors that a 
job “ trade” was being considered 
between him and Gov. Allan Shi­ 
vers tile junior senator said that 
he never had and never would 
consider a political trade-out. 
In further reference to his po­ 
litical future Daniel said he will 
not run for reelection to the 
Senate in 1958, unless pressing 
and unfinished business demands 
that he do so. He drew con­ 
siderable applause when he stated 
that “ I would rather be governor 
of Texas than President of the 
United States.” 
Daniel’s appearance in the Cap­ 
ital City temporarily drew some 
of the interest away from the 
currently involved insurance in­ 
vestigation. 
It still goes on, however. Some 
good news made the headlines 
when it was announced that, ac­ 
cording to present estimates, US 
T r u s t depositors, policyholders 
and other creditors may receive 


from 70 to 85 cents on the dol­ 
lar. 


Meanwhile both the S e n a t e 
and House investigating commit­ 
tees were at work. 
| 


Making a s t r o n g start, the 
House committee planned to con-; 
tinue its four-point investigation: 
I. How to help US Trust vie-, 
Urns get back the most possible 
as soon as possible; 2. Inquiry’ 
into charges of influence for and 
against legislation; 3. An attempt 
to trace over $50,000 in US Trust 
checks issued to “ cash” about the 
time A. B. Shoemake, US Trust 
president, was lobbying on in­ 
surance legislation; and 4. How to 
prevent recurrance of similar si­ 
tuations. 


A parade of Senators has testi­ 
fied before that group. One up­ 
shot has been an increasing cla­ 
mor for passage of lobbying re­ 
gulations next session. 


Insurance Commission C h a i r - 
man J. Byron Saunders told the 
House committee that the blame 
for conditions should be shared 
three ways. The insurance indus­ 
try wasn’t sufficiently alert; the 
j Legislature was partly to blame; | 
and previous insurance commis­ 
sions h a d been “ derelict’’ at 
times. 
Later he 
qualified the 
• derelict” to say he meant no 
particular individual or commis­ 
sion, and certainly not the pre­ 
sent commission. 
Saunders predicted that under 
present insurance laws, no com­ 
pany could set up an operation 
similar to US Trust. 
Iiife 
Insurance Commissioner 
Garland Smith, apparently under 
tension of recent developments, 
went to the hospital with stomach 
trouble. His condition was be­ 
lieved not serious. 
First trial on criminal charges 
resulting from the insurance in­ 
vestigations is expected to get un­ 
der way early next month. 
Travis Co. bist. Atty. Les Proc­ 
ter said he hopes to bring to 
trial three Beaumont men under 


indictments for perjury. All were 
connected with the now-defunct 
Texas Mutual Insurance Co. of 
Beaumont.

Mrs. Eugene H. Bird, a polio 
victim, and mother of five small 
boys, has been named Texas po­ 
lio mother of the year for thb 
1956 March of Dimes. Her hus­ 
band is an Austin city police­ 
man. She was selected from a 
large group of nominees submit­ 
ted to Maj. Gen. K. L. Berry, 
state March of Dimes chairman. 


Death Was Sacrifice 


Geroge C. Menzies, state health 
department entomologist, did die 
of rabies, according to Dr. Henry 
A. Holle, state health commis-1 
sioner. Menzies, who died several 
weeks ago, had been working, 
w i t h others, on a bat-rabies 
study. Definite cause of his death 
was not immediately known, and 
post-mortem examinations w e r e 
made. As there were no signs of 
bites on his body, Menzies death 
has provided scientists with the 
fact that one can contact rabies 
without haven been bitten.

State Bar Urges Disbarment 


Of Guilty Lawyer-Legislators 


Directors of the State Bar of 
Texas meeting in Midland urged 
reprimands 
or 
disbarment 
for 
lawyer-legislators j u d g e d guil­ 
ty of professional misconduct. 


The directors formally request­ 
ed local grievance committees 
“ to investigate all instances of al­ 
leged misconduct” on the part of 
attorneys who also are members 
of legislative bodies. They also 
directed a committee to consider 
the question of whether existing 
canons and rules applying to at­ 
torneys should be strengthened 
or clarified. 


State Bar president Maurice R. 
Bullock of Fort Stockton, said the 
resolution adopted by the dirce- 
1 tors was the result of investi­ 


gations into insurance scandals. 
Bullock said, however, that the 
suggested action would apply to 
lawyers serving in any legisla­ 
tive position — national, state or 
local. 


Bullock said that if the grie­ 
vance committee rules 
against 
any lawyer-legislator accused of 
misconduct, the bar either would 
issue a private or public repri­ 
mand or go into district courts 
with 
suspension or disbarment 
proceedings. 
“ Every lawyer should under­ 
stand that the canons of ethics 
of the legal profession must he 
strictly observed no matter in 
what capacity he may serve,” 
Bullock declared.
